MR  MAYOR,  MR,  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN 

I beg  to  present  my  Report  on  the  Public  Health,  Sanitary 
Circumstances  and  Vital  Statistics  for  the  Borough  of  Gravesend  for 
the  year  1967, 

As  can  be  seen  from  the  figures  the  Gravesend  figures  follow 
the  national  trend  closely.  There  was  a slight  decrease  in  the  birth 
rate  (1966,  22  21  - 1967,  19  35)  and  also  a slight  decrease  in  the 
death  rate  (1966,  1 0.15  - 1967,  9 5). 

The  population  of  Gravesend  was  estimated  in  1967  to  be  54  930 
an  increase  of  680  over  1966,  There  were  1063  live  births  in  the 
Borough  and  522  deaths  - a decrease  in  the  number  of  births  and  a de 
crease  in  the  number  of  deaths. 

There  was  no  outbreak  of  any  serious  disease  during  the  year 
and  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  can  only  be  described  as  good. 

I gratefully  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  and  Licensing  Committee  for  the  support  and  con 
sideration  they  have  kindly  extended  to  me  throughout  the  year  I
